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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  and  Citizens: 

In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  for  your  con- 
sideration I  desire  first  to  express  my  very  geat  appreci- 
ation of  the  courteous  and  considerate  treatment  accord- 
ed me  on  every  hand  by  members  of  the  School  Board, 
teachers,  pupils,  and  citizens  during  my  stay  in  the  hos- 
pital after  my  most  unfortunate  accident  of  last  March. 
Had  it  not  been  for  these  many  kindnesses  at  that  time 
the  school  work  might  have  suffered.  I  have  been  im- 
pressed with  this  same  considerate  treatment  accorded 
me  on  every  hand  since  beginning  work  in  town  as  your 
Superintendent.  If  the  work  I  am  trying  to  carry  on  in 
your  schools  fails  in  any  degree  it  cannot  be  for  want  of 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  your  citizenship. 

There  is  a  part  of  the  scheme  of  my  work  with  which 
I  wish  to  acquaint  you  at  this  time.  My  time  must  be 
equitably  distributed  over  the  work  of  the  Union  in  order 
to  try  to  get  all  schools  to  the  highest  possible  state  of 
effVciency.  In  Newport  Village  and  at  the  Sunapee  Cen- 
tral School  we  are  supposed  to  employ  teachers  of  experi- 
ence and  training,  teaching  under  ideal  conditions.  Un- 
der such  circumstances  it  is  obvious  that  these  schools 
will  not  need  so  much  attention  and  help  as  teachers  of 
less  training  and  experience  in  schools  not  so  well  equip- 
ped. In  accordance  with  such  consideration  it  is  a  well 
established  policy  with  me  to  give  most  of  my  time  to  the 
schools  outside  these  villages  at  the  beginning  and  end 
of  each  school  year.  This  makes  it  necessary  for  me  to 
devote  most  of  my  time  during  the  winter  term  to  writ- 
ing reports  and  to  the  accumulated  problems  in  the  schools 
of  these  villages.  I  intend  to  visit  the  outside  schools  a- 
bout  twice  during  this  term  except  as  some  emergency 
may  arise.  I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  explain  this 
matter  that  you  may  know  the  reason  for  my  change  of 
pace  during  these  different  times  of  the  year. 
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I  feel  that  I  have  helped  the  teachers  of  Goshen  to 
get  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  work  in  the  schools 
so  the  pupils  can  get  a  full  year's  work  in  each  grade. 
This  work  as  lined  up  in  the  Course  of  Study  outline  pre- 
sents a  gradual  increase  of  work  and  difficulty  in  each 
successive  grade  so  upon  completing  each  grade  if  the 
pupil  has  done  satisfactory  work  as  reported  to  you  thru 
the  year  on  the  Rank  Card  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  work 
he  has  done  is  equal  to  the  minimum  of  any  school  any- 
where and  his  promotion  would  be  accepted  as  valid  in 
any  school  system.  This  is  the  real  object  of  all  our  pro- 
visions such  as  the  school  plant,  teachers,  transportation, 
fuel,  supplies,  books,  and  the  rest.  It  must  be  kept  in, 
mind,  however,  that  we  shall  always  have  pupils  in  the 
schools  who  are  right  on  the  doubtful  line.  In  such  cases 
it  is  often  a  question  whether  or  not  they  should  be  pro- 
moted. These  cases  need  personal  attention  from  par- 
ents, teachers,  and  the  Superintendent. 

MILL  VILLAGE  SCHOOL 

This  school  usually  has  from  15  to  18  pupils  in  it. 
Mrs.  George  is  able,  by  a  well  arranged  program,  to  get 
results  even  from  the  eight  grades  represented.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  at  this  school  to  encourage  the 
children  to  remain  on  the  playground  which  they  occupy 
by  virtue  of  possession.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  at- 
tempt to  acquire  a  definite  playground  for  them  and  form 
year  to  year  to  purchase  some  piece  of  permanent  play- 
ground apparatus.  With  increasing  automobile  traffic,  I 
think  this  is  important  for  this  school,  situated  as  it  is, 
on  an  important  artery  of  traffic.  Only  one  accident 
from  careless  playing  in  or  near  the  road  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  leave  a  never-ending  memory. 
Consequently  I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  mention 
this  growing  necessity. 
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NUMBER  FIVE 

This  school  enrolls  about  the  same  number  of  child- 
ren as  at  the  Mill  Village  School,  although  the  room  is 
smaller  and  not  as  well  lighted. 

Some  effort  should  be  made  before  long  to  enlarge  the 
room  at  this  school  and  increase  the  number  of  windows 
at  the  same  time. 

I  was  much  pleased  to  have  a  playground  purchased 
for  these  children. 

I  am  assured  by  those  closely  in  touch  with  the  project 
that  the  grounds  will  be  leveled  during  the  next  season. 

CENTER  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  at  this  school,  although  small,  re- 
presents an  industrious  lot  of  children.  Any  teacher  is 
fortunate  to  have  charge  of  a  group  of  children  who  are 
so  eager  for  knowledge  as  these. 

I  believe  the  interests  of  these  children  would  be 
greatly  promoted  if  the  schoolhouse  could  be  moved  to 
some  level  piece  of  ground  where  they  would  have  better 
opportunities  for  play.  In  former  years  throughout  New 
England  the  best  place  for  the  schoolhouse  invariably 
seemed  to  be  some  piece  of  land  that  seemed  useful  for 
nothing  else.  Today  in  building  new  schoolhouses  care- 
ful surveys  are  made  of  the  community  to  find  the  spot 
that  will  best  serve  all  the  interests  of  the  children  as  re- 
gards play,  center  of  population,  exposure  and  the  like. 

I  have  not  mentioned  all  the  above  needs  expecting 
all  of  them  to  be  done  this  year  or  next,  but  that  we  might 
be  thinking  along  constructive  lines  in  terms  of  a  five 
year  program.  It  is  my  hope  to  be  able  to  arrange  the  work 
in  our  schools  so  the  children  can  be  transferred  to  any 
school  system  or  enter  any  secondary  school  (high  school) 
and  be  able  to  cope  with  pupils  from  other  places  on  even 
terms  as  far  as  opportunities  for  acquired  knowledge  are 
concerned. 
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It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  work  with  the 
people  of  your  town  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  schools. 
It  is  my  intention  to  give  the  schools,  teachers  and  pupils 
as  much  assistance  as  they  may  require  or  desire.  Any 
time  I  can  be  of  assistance  to  anyone  in  helping  them  to 
get  a  better  hold  on  problems  pertaining  to  education,  I 
hope  you  will  feel  free  to  command  me.
